BETS ON KENTÜCKY. 


A Fo rma l Ruling : By a La rg e 
Sta keho lder. 


SOME CURIOUS FEATURES. 


Men Who Attempted to Hedge Hav e 
Lost Both Bets—The Large 
Vote. 


A settlement of the controv ersy 
ov er election bets on Kentu ck y was 
reached in most cases du ring the 
latter part of the past week . Wagers 
amou nting to sev eral thou sand dol­ 
lars, say s the Cincinnati Enqu irer, 
were held by Manager Du nbar, of 
the Gibson hou se. 
This was well 
k nown throu ghou t the cou ntry , and 
there has been a general proposi­ 
tion to await Mr, D u nbar’s decision. 
Last Thu rsday Mr. Du nbar gav e 
ou t a statement in which he say s: 
“ Where any party bet that M c­ 
Kinley wou ld carry Kentu ck y he 
loses, as McKinley did not carry 
the state, hav ing carried only 12 of 
the 13 electors. 
The u nit of the 
bet is the state,which is 13 electors. 
A failu re of one is as fatal as any 
other part of the 13. 
Where a 
party bet that McKinley 
wou ld 
carry a majority of the electors of 
Kentu ck y , he h^s won.” 
Mr. Du nbar’s ru ling has dev el­ 
oped one qu eer featu re, and that is 
the pecu liar resu lt that a man can 
tak e both ends of a proposition and 
lose both bets. 
Some men argu ed 
that Bry an wou ld carry Kentu ck y , 
and later,becoming alarmed, hedged 
by betting an equ al amou nt that 
McKinley wou ld carry the state. 
Under Mr. Du nbar’s decision they 
lose both bets. 
Mr. Lewis G. Bernard, who also 
held some wagers on 
Kentu ck y , 
gav e ou t the following statement 
y esterday : 
“ I am constantly in receipt of 
letters and telegrams, 
as well as 
being personally qu estioned ev ery 
hou r of the day , as to the resu lt of 
bets on Kentu ck y , Ohio, the popu 
lar v ote, and as to who carried a 
majority of all the states. 
I can 
only giv e an indiv idu al opinion and 
what position 
I wou ld tak e as a 


stak eholder to protect my self and 
to mak e an honorable settlement as 
between all parties concerned. 
**As to Kentu ck y , I agree with 
the decision of Mr. Du nbar in ev ery 
particu lar, as u is a ju st and abso­ 
lu tely correct finding according to 
the langu age u sed in a written agree­ 
ment signed 
by 
both parties to 
tie contract. 
There is only one 
class of bets on this state that I 
wou ld dispose of in a difterent way . 
Two persons coming together, one 
intending to tak e the McKinley end 
and the other the Bry an end, neither 
one hav ing carried the state, the 
most honorable and 
satisfactory 
settlement is a draw, and as a stak e­ 
holder (with both parties mak ing 
claims) I wou ld retu rn each one of 
them his own money . 
In cases of 
this k ind y ou will find as a ru le that 
the interested parties hav e nev er 
signed 
a written 
agreement 
to­ 
gether.” 
“ As to who carried a majority of 
the states the official figu res, u p to 
the present time, show that Bry an 
has carried 22 fu ll states and Mc­ 
Kinley has carried 21 fu ll states; 
Kentu ck y and California hav e each 
giv en Bry an one elector, thu s cau s 
ing a split in these two slates. 
All 
bets made on Bry an carry ing the 
most states certainly win, the other 
end being u nfortu nate in losing a 
part of two states. 
A stale means 
the whole of it, and not a portion 
of it. 
“ A great many people who hav e 
wagered on these dispu ted propo­ 
sitions cannot come to an agree 
ment, and my av iv ice to stak eholders 
in cases of this k ind is to retu rn 
their money , and by so doing re­ 
liev e themselv es of all responsibility . 
“ By the way , a remark able fea 
tu re of the late election is the fact 
that Bry an has receiv ed 1,000,000 
more v otes than Clev eland in 18 9 2, 
who receiv ed the highest v ote u p 
to that time, and on the popu lar 
v ote (barring New York , Pennsy l 
v ania and Massachu setts) Mr. Bry an 
has a majority . 
The total v ote will 
show an increase of 3,000,000 ov er 
the v ote of 18 9 2, showing the most 
remark able and u nprecedented gain 
ev er k nown in the history of this 
cou ntry .” 
Local sporting men— those who 
had the Bry an end— do not giv e 
mu ch consideration to the reports 
regarding a contest ov er the resu lt 
in Kentu ck y . 
Recently the propo­ 
sition was made to them to raise a 
fu nd of ^3,6 00 to prosecu te the 
contest. 
They ^ declined to mak e 
the contribu tion.
